HANDS SEEMED 
TO BE TIED 


Restraining Order Protects 
Race Meeting For Time. 


Mayor and Advisers Have 
No Definite Plan. 


Have Determined To Con¬ 
tinue Fight, However. 


TO MEET AGAIN TODAY. 


In view of the temporary restrain¬ 
ing order granted late yesterday after¬ 
noon by Judge Samuol B. Kirby in fa¬ 
vor of the Now Loulsvlllo Jockey Club, 
It looks like the hands of the city ad¬ 
ministration are tied for at least ten 
days, and that betting on tbo races at 
Churchill Downs cannot be Interfered 
with during that length of time at 
least. The law, it is claimed, gives 
the Judge granting a temporary re¬ 
straining order ten days before he is 
required to act upon a petition for a 
temporary injunction. Had Judge Kir¬ 
by granted the New Louisville Jockey 
club a temporary Injunction yesterday 
Instead of a temporary restraining or¬ 
der. It would have been possible for 
the city administration to have gone 
immediately before one of the Judges 
of the Court of Appeals at Frankfort 
and enter a plea for the dissolving of 
the temporary injunction, but the tem¬ 
porary restraining order. It is said, 
completely ties the hands of the Mayor, 
members of the Board of Public Safety 
and the Sheriff for at least ten days.

Salt Lake. Utah. May 4.—H. H. 
Rogers and James H. Stillman, named 
as defendants with the Harrlman and 
other railroads In the so-called merger 
suit of tho Government, filed their an¬ 
swers in tho Federal Court here to-day. 
They, with E. H. Harrlman. Jacob 
Schlff and others, and the Union Pa¬ 
cific, Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, 
Southern Pacific and other railroads 
are charged with unlawful conspiracy 
In attempting to gain control of other 
railroads and restrain ami fcontrol com¬ 
merce between the States. Mr. Rogers 
mokes sweeping dental of every' allega¬ 
tion and demands that the case against 
him be dismissed because he Is not a 
resident of the Utah district, and there¬ 
fore not within the Jurisdiction of the 
court He also asks that he be grunted 
costs And damages for Injury to hts 
chAraettr by reason of tl» allegations 
made against him. 

Mr. Rogers denies that he Is or ever 
wns a member of any body of men who 
attempted to gain control and restrain 
commerce and traffic between the 
Btates, or that he ever bought In any 
railroad to gain control. He admits 
that he bought heavily In the Atchison, 
Topeka and Ranta Fe, but said he did 
so purely as an Investment, even 
though the purchase was heavy enough 
In some cases to absorb half the stock, 
and there was not the slightest Intent 
to conspire or gain control to an un¬ 
lawful end. Mr. Rogers gives as his 
belief, through Information and ob¬ 
servation, that no one of the defend¬ 
ants In the big merg«ir suit had any 
Idea of creating a combine for the un¬ 
lawful control of the Southern Pacific, 
He denies acquaintance with all deals 
made prior to October 8, 1501, the dute 
he became a director, and before which 
time the Government claims that all 
the attempts to gain control were 
made. Since that time, Rogers avers, 
neither he, Harrlman. Stillman, Kuhn. 
Frick nor W. A. Clark have made, in 
any way, an effort to get control of the 
road. Similar admissions and denials 
are mode concerning the purchase of 
Union Pacific stock through Kuhn. 
Loeb & Co and the Oregon Short Line. 

Jam* s Stillman, whose answer wo* 
filed to-day. follows that laid down by 
Mr. Rogers, admitting Investments of 
money, but denying a monopolistic or 
other unlawful purpose Mr. Stillman 
became a director of tho Union Pacific 
December 6. 1907.

NO HOPES FOR RECOVERY. 


JacJcoon. Ky.. May 4.—[Special.]—Ed 
Callahan, tho chief lieutenant of Judge 
James Hargis In the Breathitt feudal 
•wars. Is lying mortally wounded to¬ 
night at his homo, Rtwenty miles from 
Jackson, while his life blood ebbs away 
from a ghastly knifo wound which 
ripped through the big arteries and al¬ 
most severed his left arm from his 
body. 

Lika the fate which overtook his col¬ 
league, Judge Hargis, Callaha n meets 


a bloody end at the bands of a member 
of his own family. John Spicer, a 
brother of Callahan’s erring wife, 
wfolding the bloody krtlfe which will 
send Callahan to his grave. 

Before Spicer could quite complete 
his deadly work, a shot from Callahan's 
17-year-old son, Wilson, avenged his 
father and laid bis uncle lifeless in the 
same pool of bVood in which his vic¬ 
tim lay weltering. 

A strong* fact In connection with the 
tragedy Is that five years ago to a day 
James B. Marcum was shot to death In 
tho courthouse door at Jackson by 
Curtis Jett, and Jett In his confession 
said that Ed Callahan ggav<* him the 
pinto with which he murdered Marcum 
and told him to go on and do the deed. 

• • • 

Fight In Callahan’s Store. 

The tragedy occurred in Callahan's 
store, on Long Creek, near CrocketU- 
ville, twenty mifos from Jackson. Cal¬ 
lahan and 8plcer were partners In a 
country grocery, about half a rail© from 
Callahan’s main store, and hod several 
times bad business disagreement*. Sev¬ 
eral months ago they had a quarrel and 
Callahan proceeded to give his partner 
and brother-ln-ldw a sound drubbing. 
When he was released. Spicer started 
away', declaring he was going afu*r his 
pistol, when Callahan drew his revolver 
and swearing h»* would kill h/n. \d 
his antagonist prisoner until he prom¬ 
ised not to renew hostilities. 

Recently conditions at Spicer's stor# 
had not been satisfactory to Callahan 
and about noon to-day he sent his son 
Wlson to tell Spicer to come at one© 
ov«V to Callahan’s store to settle up. 
Spicer responded In person and on his 
arrival went into a review of their 
partnership business, which became a 
hit discussion. In which Catt&han vio¬ 
lently abused Spicer for his shortcom¬ 
ings. 

The men wero standing facing each 
other as Callahan poured out his 
wrath, when suddenly ftplqer. so quick¬ 
ly, that Callahan did pot have tlmo to 
get a weapon, or retreat, whipped out 
a large keen-biadod clasp knife, such 
as the mountaineers usually carry, and 
sprang at his enemy'. Callahan was 
token by surprl®^ hut threw up his 
arm In an jnstlnctnre movement of de¬ 
fense, but the heavy blade slicing 
through cloth, esh and sinews like a 
razor, sank to th© hone of the arm. sev¬ 
ering th** large arteries which feed the 
limb and almost hocking the arm from 
the body.

Callahan was taken to his home near 
by and the last messenger who left 
there reports that Callahan was sinking 
fast and It was not believed he could 
live till morning. There Is no tele¬ 
phone In that section and Intelligence 
can only be sent by messenger over 
twenty miles of rough mountain reads. 

Spicer’s body was removed to his 
residence by his relatives, while Wil¬ 
son Callahan, who bo promptly avenged 
though ho could not save his father's 
life, has not been arrested, the neigh¬ 
borhood heartily sympathizing with 
the action taken by the boy.

On the body of Kapshaw was found 
a watch which had the name of Mrs. 
Decoursey #ngrnv*-d on the back, and a 
small picture of the woman was found 
on the Inside of the back of th© watch. 
The watch was Identified as Mrs. Do- 
coursey's, and had been given the d* ad 
man by her some time ago. Charles 
D©cours©y, the husband of the woman, 
was grunted a' divorce at th.- last term 
of the Lawrence Circuit Court. Ho 
charged Kapshaw with wrecking hts 
home. After the divorce Kapshaw and 
Mrs. Decoursi-y lived together. 

Kapshaw's body was found wrapped 
In burlap and wound with wire In 
the water of an abandoned quarry.

SOLDIERS’ MYSTERIOUS TRIP. 


Marlon. Ky., May 4 —[Special.]—'The 
Crittenden county authorities have os a 
result of an investigation of depreda¬ 
tions of night riders In this county ar- 
reated one man and sworn out warrants 
for thirty-two other alleged night rid¬ 
ers. The greatest axoKernent prevail* 
here, and the local company of militia 
ha* been called out to preserve order. 

Alonzo Grey, a rural-route mail-car¬ 
rier, 1* the man under arrest. He is 
charged with having been a member, 
if not the leader, of the band of masked 
men that destroyed A. H. Cardin's and 
Bennett Broa* factories about two 
months ago.

home of John Sanders, at W«.\ll*burgi 
four miles below* here, last night and 
compelled him to dig up his tobacco 
plant beds on the pudn of death. When 
the beds were destroyed the riders 
whipped Sanders until the blood flowed 
from his wound**. 

The riders next went to Nelson Cum¬ 
mins* place, near by, and upon hi* re- 
fueal to come out the riders fired sev¬ 
eral volleys Of pistol and rifle bullets 
Into the house. Bowlders were also 
thrown through windows of the dwell¬ 
ing. Cummin* and hi* family escaped 
Injury. Cummins recently made the 
statement that the convicts should be 
released and the members of the So¬ 
ciety of Equity' take their place* be¬ 
hind the prison walla 

F. M. Crawfitrd was the next to re¬ 
ceive a call from the riders and he was 
threatened with bodily harm, and to 
make their threat carry more weight 
the riders gathered his vehicle* togeth¬ 
er and then set fire to them. Crawford 
only recently sold his crop of tobac<*> 
Leopold Bay, living one mile from this 
town, was then visited and warned not 
to plant tobacco this year. Tho riders 
departed after bombarding the house 
with rocks.

Bul¬ 
ger has been kept under close surveil¬ 
lance tn jail, and tt Is hinted that the 
identity of the fifth member of the 
party will cause a sensation.

"stall " According to the story* of the 
police, he Induced B H Huh*, the as¬ 
sistant cashier of the bank, to relieve 
him In the telephone exchange above 
the bank room. Shortly after, Evltts 
returned to resume his duties, and 
while Hahs was In th# exchange the 
four masked robbers entered, ostensibly 
to silence the telephone operator, and 
compelled Hahs to produce his keys 
and open the bank vault.

Columbus, May 4.—That the sit¬ 
uation In the Burley tobacco district 
in Bouthem Ohio i* grave, is th** re¬ 
port mode by Adjutant General Crltch- 
field, who returned to-day’ after mak¬ 
ing a personal, investigation of condi¬ 
tion® there. No serious outbreak Is 
anticipated for at least forty-right 
hours, however. A mass-meeting of 
the tobacco growers across the river In 
Kentucky has been colled for Wednes¬ 
day evening at Augusta to solidify the 
growers who or# opposed to the rais¬ 
ing of crops this year. Ohio tobacco 
growers, and ©spectally the residents 
of the town of Aberdeen, which Is In 
the center of an independent tobacco 
growing country, are greatly In fear 
of raids, however, following this meet¬ 
ing. 

Gen. Crltchfield, who conferred w'lth 
Gov. Harris and Assistant Attorney 
General Miller to-day. declared thAt 
tobacco growers In Brown county were 
living In a state of terror, and that 
many of th#m w’ere worn out by night¬ 
ly vigils, guarding their tqbacco beds. 
Mow’ to meet the situation was, h# 
said, a perplexing question. He re¬ 
fused to disclose >vhat action. If any. 
he had recommended to the Governor, 
or to say whether martial law would 
be declared In the district, or troops 
sent there. Legal questions Involved 
are now under consideration, and no 
policy will he decided upon until the 
State power# are clearly understood.

Mr. Ctynn bg*fns by saying thtt an 
Issue ha| been^t»N*?d between himself 
and the corn ml? Ion c.ndx’thut the only 
way to settle Vhe-inatror Is for a thor¬ 
ough Inveatlgnti n of the Frankfort 
penitentiary to bc lfWi-de by the pr >p r 
authorities. The W me that Madlgnn. 
a guard, was paid IlflO by the contract >r 
Is acknowledged to be truo and Mr. 
Chinn soys it should be determined 
whether or not mich a piymmt wxs 
proper even though it was inud*« with 
the knowledge tils a forwent of the mem¬ 
bers of the commission.

NOT DECIDED ON BY SOUTHERN 
AND WESTERN ROADS. 


Meeting of Officials Adjourned To Be 
Held On Thursday—Commercial 
Bodies Object. 


Preceding the continuation of th© ex¬ 
amination of John Norris, representing 
the American Newspaper Publisher** 

Association, the House select committee 
to investigate the question of wood pulp 
and print paper was In executive sua¬ 
sion formulating a long list of ques¬ 
tion* regarding the wood pulp and 
news print paper Industries, on which 
governmental statistical data is desired 
at once. 

The committee also discussed the ad¬ 
visability of visiting several paper mill* 
and conducting hearings on the snot. 

A tentative understanding 1 was reached 
that the committee leave here Friday 
afternoon for an inspection of the Hud¬ 
son River mill, at Palmer'* Falls, N Y„ 
and possibly one or two other*. 

The recitation by Mr. Norrl* of in¬ 
creases In cost of paper by contract 
prices provoked Chairman Mann to ask 
Mr. Norris If he had any theory of 
what caused the wide range or prices 
paid by Illinois newspapers—from $4.40 
to $10 Increase per ton. Mr. Norris re¬ 
plied that combinations, purchase at 
mil!*, quality of paper, quantity con¬ 
tracts and place of delivery undoubted¬ 
ly combined to make the explanation.

JJ one of tho men telling the guards. 
1 he story has been kept quiet, as such 
stories usually are. and the Warden, 
L. E. Mudd, will not say much about 
t”® PlAn for a break even now. It Is 
said by the prison authorities that 
the plan to make a break was formed 
a . resu *t of the row between the 
Board of Prison Commissioners and 
i .eorgo Chinn, the former Warden. It 
is said that the convicts thought this 
would be a good time to get away, as 
they believed that the people were In 
sympathy with them on account of the 
charges made by Mr. Chinn. 

Tho convicts In the prison here 
get the dally newspapers regularly. 
Just like any other prison In the State, 
and some 150 copies of a Republican 
paper go to the men In the prison. 
This paper published Mr. Chinn's 
statement in full, under big headlines, 
and commented on tho way the con¬ 
victs were treated, according to Mr. 
Chinn's statements. The convicts 
passed these papers about, and some 
of the hardiest of the men d**clded to 
make a break for liberty. It Is sold 
they had planned to kill the guards 
on duty In the corridor where the 
leaders were confined and then fight 
their way out 8evoral men were 
found with knives and one man had 
skeleton keys that would have un¬ 
locked the cell doors. By taking ad¬ 
vantage of the darkness the convicts 
would have been able to pounce on 
the guards In the middle of the night, 
and they evidently had Intended kill¬ 
ing the guards by stabbing them In 
the back, so that there would be no 

outcry. 

The plot miscarried and the leaders 
were caught with the knives and keys 
on them. Mr. Mudd says that there 
were only a few men In the plAn, and 
he did not attach much Importance to 
it. as the men are always trying to 
get away. He says he has had con¬ 
siderable trouble with the convicts 
since the controversy between the 
commission and Mr. Chinn as the inen 
have become emboldened by the ex¬ 
pressions In the various paper* on the 
way they are treated. Mr Mudd says 
the men seem to think, they havo the 
sympathy of the people on the outside 
and that It would be easy for them to 
get away if they were once outside 
the prison walls.

Judge 
Marshall said that If the grand Juries 
failed to And Indictments against per¬ 
sons charged with the destruction of 
their neighbors' property then no 
man’s home or hearth was out of dan¬ 
ger. Judge Marshall told the grand 
Jury that no man or band of men 
have a right to take the law’ In their 
own hands; that It may seem right In 
some cases, but It Is wrong and un¬ 
less the grand Jury does Its duty with¬ 
out fear or favor the wheels of Justice 
would be clogged and the court could 
do nothing. 

Judge Marshall also Instructed the 
Jury to Investigate thoroughly all 
cases of sending threatening letters.

VOTE TO TABLE 


Vreeland Bill In House Cur¬ 
rency Committee. 


HEASUHE LIKELY TO BE IN- 
D0BSED IN CONFERENCE. 


REPUBLICAN CAUCUS TO 
HELD TO-NIGHT.

QUIET DAY IN CONGRESS. 


Washington. May 4.—Notwithstand¬ 
ing the fact that the Committee on 
Hanking and Currency voted to-day 
to table the new V’reeland financial bill, 
the lmprestdon prevails among mem 
bers that that measure will ho adopted 
at the conference of Republican mem¬ 
bers of the House to be held to-mor¬ 
row night. The vote in the commit¬ 
tee by which the Vreeland bill was 
tabled was 13 to 3, Messrs. Weeks, 
Burton and McKinney voting in the 
negative. The committee adopted a 
resolution offered by Mr. Waldo, of 
New York, requesting ’that suitable 
time be given, a week If possible, for 
discussion In the House of all pending 
currency measures. Chairman Fowler 
was authorised to lay this request be¬ 
fore Speaker Cannon. 

During the afternoon strong efforts 
were made to reach a compromise on 
the financial question and the proposi¬ 
tion advocated some time ago by Re¬ 
publican Floor Leader Payne was 
taken up by Chairman Fowler and oth¬ 
er members of the committee as the 
basis for an agreement. This proposi¬ 
tion allows any National banking as 
soclation which has circulating notes 
outstanding secured by deposit of 
United States bonds to an amount 
equal to Its capital stock actually paid 
In to take 4mt additional circulation 
upon depositing United States bonds 
or certificates of Indebtedness author¬ 
ized during the Spanish-American 
War. The proposition was acceptable 
to some of the House leaders and 
also to. members of the Banking and 
Currency Committee. It was at first 
thought by offering this proposition as 
an amendment to the Fowler currency 
commission bill the conference which 
has been called for to-morrow night 
could be obviated. 

When tho plan was laid before 
Speaker Cannon, together with the re¬ 
quest at the committee for a week’s de¬ 
bate, he Informed Chairman Fowler 
that he had no authority either to call 
off the conference or to grant the 
tlmo for debate asked for. He stated 
that more than a sufficient number of 
Republicans had signed the cull for the 
conference and that It was for the 
conference to determine what meas¬ 
ures should be decided upon.

FAILURE TO MAKE ARRESTS. 


Lexington, Ky., May 4.—I Special.]—A 
telegram was received here this morning 
announcing that Jam*'* 8. ©loll, une of 
the wealthiest and most prominent citi¬ 
zens of Lexington, had died suddenly at 
“The Pines,’* a sanitarium at Oxford. O.. 
whore Mr. Stoll had been under treat¬ 
ment tor several months. Mr. Stoll was 
president of . the City National Bunk, 
president of the wholesale liqour house 
of Stoll & Co., proprietor of the famous 
thoroughbred stock farm “The Meadows, 
and a member of both the Kentucky Rac¬ 
ing Asfcoctutlon and the Kentucky Trot¬ 
ting Horse Breeders* Association. He 
hS4i lived during his entire life In this 
city and was widely known, not only hero 
but in the business circles of the entire 
country, while his family Is socially ono 
of the most prominent in the Blurgrass. 

Mr Stoll had been In failing health for 
more than a year and sometime ago with¬ 
drew from all burineas cares to devote 
hts attention to the recovery of hit wan¬ 
ing strength. Several months ugu be went 
to Le» Cmcneaux. Mich. A a he grew no 
better there he then went to “The Pines,” 
at Oxford, Ohio, l^st Friday he suffered 
a slight strike ot paralysis, followed by 
a more seven* one at 6 o'clock Saturday 
night from which he sank gradually until 
death came at 3 o'clock Monday morning. 

Being notified of Friday s attack of par¬ 
alysis, Mre. Stoll accompanied by her 
son. George, and ner brotner, George K. 
Scrugharu. left Saturday morning tor 
Oxford and were at the bedside of Mr 
Stoll when he died. When the news of 
his d4*ath was received here this morning, 
hts brother J Will Stoll and nephew John 
Stoll left immediately for Oxford. 

Mr. Stoli was 53 years old. having been 
born April 24, 1856 Ho married his first 
cousin, Miss Addle Scrugharn. and their 
children are: Georg** J. Stoll. Addle E. and 
Christine Stoll. Two other children died 
In infancy. Mr. Stoll's tat her. George 
Stoll, Sr., whs born In Philadelphia of 
German parents, emigrated to Kentucky, 
early In life and engaged in business and 
for many years was a magistrate. He 
married here Miss Mary Scrugharn, a de¬ 
fendant of a pioneer named CuiUndlng- 
ham, who was a resident at Booiw*sboro In 
the early years of Its foundation, serving 
against the Indians who uttacked that 
place. 

To George Stoll. Sr , and Mary Scrug- 
ham were Dorn children, viz: George Stoll, 
Jr.. Richard P. StolK James 6. Stoll. 
Charles H. Stoll and J. Will Stoll. The 
first two died some years ago and only 
the latter two now survlve- 

Mr. Stoll’s business enterprises had al¬ 
ways been on a large scale. He was at 
the time of his death president of the City' 
National Bank, succeeding his brother. 
Richard P. Stoll about five years ago. He 
was also president of the wholesale firm 
of Stoll & Oo., a branch of the Kentucky 
Distillers and Warehouse Company. He 
was a man of remarkable business acu¬ 
men and capacity, amassing a large for. 
tune, much of which Is Invested In the 
City National Bunk. 

At his farm, “The Meadows." adjoining 
Lexington, he had a fine mud of thorough¬ 
breds consisting of a bund of about fifty 
choicely bred mares At their fiend is 
Frankfort, a full brother to Hamburg, and 
the noted mre Nasturtium by Watercress 
sire of many good performer*.

Mr. Thatcher Cites Affida¬ 
vits of Police Interference. 


Says It’s Not His Business 
To Prosecute. 


Takes Crack At Grinstead 
and Marshall Bullitt. 


UP TO THEM TO TAKE ACTION. 


M. H. Thatcher, leader of the Fair¬ 
banks forces In Louisville, has made 
a lenrthy reply to Mayor Grinstead * 
request for Information as to the part 
police played In the Republican pri¬ 
mary recently. Mr. Thatcher cltea nu¬ 
merous swam affidavits which the 
Mayor can make the basis of an in¬ 
vestigation. He refers frequently to 
the “Infamous Republican primary** 
and says many of the acta on which 
the Republicans based the 1906 con¬ 
test, and which they charged against 
the Democrats, were perpetrated at the 
primary of April 25.

| may have hla own Ideas about Its 
value, and Ouse may differ from those 
of the owner. There are some cases 
where the amount of one's Income la 
pretty well known, but there arc many 
cases where there ore no data for any¬ 
thing like a clear Idea on the subject. 

Boston’s Mayor recommends the a<?- 
scasors to pay attention to the manner 
and style In which a man lives. This 
may give a good Idea of the Income of 
some men, but It Is futolly^defective its 
to others. Many men live beyond their 
incomes, so long as they can g'-t credit, 
but there is a limit as to that. With 
reference, however, to those who e*- 
»pend much less than their Income, 
there Is hardly any limit as to the di¬ 
vergence. The i^fnount of rent that n 
man pays Is not a very good criterion, 
though It may often be useful. The 
nature of his business has something 
to do with the question, but the busi¬ 
ness of many Is not profitable, wbllo 
that of others Is enormously gainful. 
On the whole, the Mayor's advice Is 
simply that the assessors shall guess at 
the amount of income, and he mentions 
two or three matters which may aid 
them in guessing right. But the plan 
Is subject to the greatest chances of 
Inaccuracy. The rule that such a tajc 
should be imposed as tho assessor may 
think a man ought to be liable for Is 
preposterous.

The Mayor’s Veto. 

Tho clash between good and evil, 
which Is universal and otemal. Is com¬ 
plicated by Individual differences as to 
what constitutes good and evil; but, In 
the matter of gambling on the race 
course the Kentucky Statutes seem at 
variance, and one falls to see bow May¬ 
or Grins toad Is going to enforce his 
drastic measures against the Jockey 
Club. 

In the race-track war. which Gov¬ 
ernor Hughes Is waging In New York, 
existing law gives the gamblers the 
butt end of It. and puts the Governor 
at a great advantage In the argument. 
If not In the voting. Other conditions 
prevail here. Larger Interests con¬ 
travene. Kentucky, very fnlstakeniy as 
we think, has elevated racing Into a 
Department of Government by the 
Creation of a Commission, invested with 
legal power. On that side of the ques¬ 
tion the circumstances that the thor¬ 
oughbred has been for a Century the 
Kentuckian’s pride, and that racing 
may be regarded as institutional, 
makes a strong case against the Mayor, 
whose band, in any event. Is IJmlted to 
the municipality. 

The likelihood is that both racing 
and the controversy will continue for 
a long time to oome. The predilection 
and habits of a people are not to be ex¬ 
tinguished by any sudden, or pre¬ 
cipitate “Orders In Council," or radical 
measures of reform emanating from 
moral sources so equivocal as those 
that eddy about the City Hall. We dare 
say the Mayor means well. But he 
has tackled a big Job and will find 
Jordan a mighty hard road to travel. 
The public Is divided Into three toler¬ 
ably distinct classes, the “pros" and 
"cons," and those who sit upon the 
fence ready to tumble lr.fide, or out¬ 
side, whichever way the cat seem* 
finally about to Jump. With these lat¬ 
ter It Is a good deal of a game of pull- 
dlck. pull-devil, with th* odds goner.il- 
ly In favor of his Satanic Majesty. 

We fhall watt upon th* result with 
curious Interest. 


Assessing Incomes. 

While the Supremo Court has 
knocked out the Income tax os an 
item of Federal taxation. It is still 
available for Stato and local purposes. 
The city of Boston Is In need of more 
revenue, and tho board of city asses¬ 
sors was organized a few day* ago, 
and was addressed by Mayor Hibbard, 
lie urged upon the assessors the neces¬ 
sity of assessing real estate as nearly 
as possible at Ks actual value, and to 
pay particular attention to the Income 
tax. On this subject he said: 

“I understand that in yean past you 
hove not given oj» much attention to the 
Income tax of the citizens of Boston a* 
you rightfully should have. In reaching 
your decisions regarding Income tuxes 
this year. I want you to pay particular 
Attention to the manner and style in 
which a man Live'S and asses* r\n ac¬ 
cordingly. Find out the amount of rent 
he pHys and the nature of his buatnes*. 
After you have done this Impose such 
an Income r*x as you think lie should 
be liable for." 

No doubt It 1* difficult to assess In¬ 
come taxes, but the same Is true of 
most other tuxes. To ask a man tho 
amount of hls Incoms is not always a 


The Truth of History. 

Not being a Democrat, nor claiming 
to bo one. the New York Times Is at a 
certain disadvantage in canvassing a 
Presidential nominee for the forthcom¬ 
ing National Democratic Convention; 
but, when our esteemed contemporary 
takes the Editor of the Courier-Journal 
to task alike upon his historic fidelity 
and his parts of speech, the ground be¬ 
comes mutual and common, and It shall 
be here broken only In the interest of 
truth. 

As to whether the men who stood 
back of Judge Parker in 1904. first for 
the nomination and then for the elec¬ 
tion, did or did not faithfully execute 
their pledges, we know too lUtlo at 
first hand to say. Nor do we care to 
enter upon what would be rather a pur¬ 
poseless discussion. It does not now' In¬ 
ternal us, having never concerned us 
at all. There has been a world of talk, 
and doubtless one could got at plenty 
of evidence, or alleged evidence, either 
way. It Is the following passage In the 
editorial of the Times which gives us 
pause, and to which we would Invite 
attention: 

“Mr. Watterson 1*. wo believe, tho first 
commentator upon American politics to 
pluce Mr. Cleveland among thowt who 
lutve obstructed tariff reform. The so- 
called free-trade plank that was thrust 
Into tho platform of 1892 amid tho con¬ 
fusion and uproar of convention strife 
was allowed to pass by Mr Cleveland’• 
friends becauso, at the moment. It would 
have been a tactical mistake to permit a 
rote to be taken *>n that single Issue. 
Mr. Cleveland did not f«*el himself bound 
by that part of the platform, and sttld 
so frankly. Sincere nnd sensible tariff 
reformers among the Democrats did not 
approvo it. But that Is an insufficient 
basis upon which to found the cliArgo 
that Mr. Cleveland has ever obstructed 
tariff reform.’* 

With the ex-Presldent no longer in 
active political life, but 'lying 111 at 
Lakewood, not. even an enemy—and 
surely the Editor of the Courier-Journal 
is not, and never has been, his enemy— 
would wish to engage In any contro¬ 
versy taking him for Its central figure 
and issue In dispute; but the foregoing 
is too serious a perversion of essentlul 
fact to be suffered to go unchallenged. 

The “free-trade" plnnk.of 1892 wus 
not “thrust" Into “the confusion and 
uproar” of a National Convention and 
“allowed to pass by Mr. Cleveland’s 
friends, because at the moment It would 
have been a tactical mistake to permit 
a vote to be taken on that single Is¬ 
sue." It was fully considered and de¬ 
bated during three hours Immediately 
upon the reassembling of the Conven¬ 
tion after Its afternoon recess, between 
6 and 9 o'clock In the evening. Tho 
original platform and tho “free-trade" 
amendment were read and reread, con¬ 
trasted and compared. Naturally, as 
there always Is, there was a good de&l 
of noise in the galleries, but rarely was 
a deliberative body ever more delib¬ 
erate. A vote was taken. This result¬ 
ed In 664 yeas. In favor of the “free- 
trade" amendment, to 342 nays against 
It, not counting a hundred or more in¬ 
dividual protestants against the unit 
rule in their State Delegations, which 
had silenced them. 

Nor ever was the action of a party 
convention more obligatory. It wuh 
the finality of twenty years of enlight¬ 
ening discussion and progress, yet tho 
Time* tells u* that "Mr. Cleveland did 
not feel himself bound by that part of 
the Platform and said so frankly.” 
Fatal perversity! To it we owe all the 
misadventures wlhloh ensued, tho Ill- 
constructed. Ill-starred Wilson Bill; tho 
substitution of Free Silver for Free 
Trade; the spilt of 1S96; ten years of 
wandering through the pathless wilder¬ 
ness of experlmantatlon, the blind lead, 
lng tho blind; where**, had Mr. Cleve¬ 
land obeyed the Instructions of the 
amended Platform on which ho had 
been elected, he might Indeed have lost 
the Initial battle In Congress, but ho 
could have gone to the country with 
absolute assurance, holding his militant 
and triumphant columns together, and, 
in tho end. achieving the great Reform 
tho party believed he aimed at In his 
message of 1387, and which had been 
aimed at by all the Platforms from 1876 
to 1S93. 

In. the following tho Time* seems to 
us at once too complacent and airy to 
fall In either with the truth of history, 
or the gravity of a great economic 
problem yet waiting to b© solved. It 
would apotheosize Mr. Cleveland at thr 
expend) both of the fact* of the record 
and Che future of Tariff Reform. Again 
we quote: 

“HU message of 1S87, on tho eve of tho 


• ampatgn, was entirely devoted to ad¬ 
vocacy of n reduction of duties. That 
was sent to Congress against 
llie oortcft of some of the far-seeing poll 
(Man* uf tne party. No man can aay 
i’wit In the campaign of 1892 Mr. Cleve¬ 
land waa not with heart ‘und aoui loyal 
to tho reform cause. The tariff bill that 
wo* sent to hltn by Congress In 1894 did 
not receive his signature tocansc It had 
been so mishandled and perverted from 
the Intent of Chairman Wilson and *ht* 
co-laborers In its authorship that th© 
President felt constrained to disclaim any 
]*irt of the responsibility for Its enact¬ 
ment. In the judgment of candid re¬ 
viewers of tin? political events of that 
year his refusal to sign the blit has been 
considered high and convincing evidence 
of his sound tariff reform convictions. 
By that refusal Mr. Cleveland threw nwny 
no fruits of tho long educational cam¬ 
paign. It was a consistent and honor¬ 
able act. Wo ore afraid Mr. Wait torso n 
must have written in Mr. Cleveland's 
name by knadvcrteuca” 

The message of 18S7 was, to the mind 
of tho Democrat* of the United States, 
the crowning glory of fifteen years of 
Inter-party strife. It was tho splendid 
finish of an educational campaign, em¬ 
bodying the National Platforms of 1876 
and IS80, but not marked by any signal 
victory for Reform until the election 
of Carlisle over Randall for Speaker of 
th© Lower House of Congress In 18S3. 
It became at onco the key-note, the 
clarion voice, to Mr. Cleveland’s sub¬ 
sequent popularity. Had tho party 
known that Mr. Cleveland sent Gor¬ 
man and Scott to 8t. Louis In 1888. writh 
a cut-ond-drled Platform, Ignoring that 
message. Ignoring the Mills BUI then 
before Congress, and repeating the 
straddle, which, with Sam Randall 
upon our fiank and old Ben Butler 
astride our back, we had been forced 
to make at Chicago in 1884, it may be 
doubted whether his popularity would 
have survived until 1892. 

When Mr. Vilas, attended by most 
of the members of tho first Cleveland 
Cabinet, including Bayard and Whit¬ 
ney. read to the convention of the lat¬ 
ter year another cut-and-drled Plat¬ 
form. full of equivocation and evasion- 
meant for double-dealing—It rose In Its 
amazement and wrath and put It out. 

The Presidential campaign following 
was roughi and won. Mr. Cleveland 
came In again. Rejecting tho instruc¬ 
tion of the Platform upon which he 
had been chosen, h^ sent Revision 
of the Tariff—upon which tho party 
wus riding a flood tide—to tho rear, 
advancing the money issue—on which 
It was hopelessly divided—to the 
front, and, when the party discipline 
was quite gone and the bouyant spirit 
of a great issue hud subsided, weary 
and heart-sick by delay, the Wilson 
Bill, an eminently Protectionist Meas¬

Mr. Puyne, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, ts quoted a* saying that the 
committee knows where to g.*t the in¬ 
formation from manufacturers und 
merchants, ut first hand, and they do 
not propose to delegate that power to 
a commission. Legislation, he said, 
must bo a compromise. Mr. Miles says 
Judges do not compromise, but mete 
out Justice. A turlff schedule Is the 
measure of the difference of cost here 
and ubroad. This Is an Ideal of tariff 
making, but it has not been followed. 
How It has operated in tho hearings 
given by the Ways and Means'Com¬ 
mittee Is Illustrated by tho citation of 
a few cases. In some hearings, at which 
no proofs were required, the tariff 
makers accepted the statements that It 
takes 2*4 lbs. of coarse wool to make 
on© pound of yarn. In giving draw¬ 
backs treasury experts require proof. 
It transpired from the proof that It 
takes 1.62 lbs. to make a pound of 
yam. and the 6!oth makers settled on 
that basis. The assertion that It re¬ 
quires 2H lbs., however, ts the basis of 
th© legislation. 

Mr. Miles tells of tho Sugar Refining 
Company, which Is a trust, pure and 
simple. It was intended, says Mr. 
Miles, in fruining the tariff of 1890 and 
also that of 1897. so to adjust It us to 
protect the labor Interests and no more. 
But It was Impossible to get at'the, 
exact facts, for tho experts wore not 
allowed to reveal the secrets of their 
business to th© Committee on Wavs 
and Means, and tho best that could be 
done was a compromise, which result¬ 
ed in enormous profits to the trusts. 
Thus th© very men who were asking 
protection refused to disclose tho facts 
necessary to fix the rate In a rational 
way. Mr. Miles says tho only honest 
and worthy course Is in tho rule, “no 
proof, no protection.” How the tariff 
operates is shown by tho statement 
that tho wholesale price of sugar In 
Great Britain In 1906 was 2.65 cents. 
In New York It was 5.26 cents, or near¬ 
ly double. Similar showings are made 
as to ofi and steel. 

To tho argument that there are 
trusts in all countries, even in free 
trade England, Mr. Miles says that in 
England trusts must make their money 
by their economies, and must sell at 
tho lowest prices that obtain anywhere 
in the world. In Germany, however, 
they do as In this country, taking the 
advantage of protection. 

The Incidents and facts cited a s to

We mean no personal unfriendliness 
or discourtesy to Mr. Cleveland when 
we say that, except for his perversity 
and insufficiency, we might to-day have 
a well-balanced Revenue Tariff and a 
united party, whereas, because of that 
perversity and that Insufficiency, and 
spile of many sturdy virtues, we have 
th© Dingley Tariff, and a party all at 
sea. The trouble is, and has been, that 
Eastern writers, like the Times, will not 
face the question and th© truth. Even 
Miss Tarbell, when in her History of 
Tariff Agitation she reached tho crucial 
point co% r ered by the foregoing, dropped 
her narrative, leaving her readers as 
jnuch perplexed as tho Times leaves Its 
readers. Sometime* we wonder and 
sometimes we regret; but even our es¬ 
teemed contemporary—who as a rule 
can do with us much as It pleases— 
must not expect us to bo slleut when 
our parts of speech aro put to ques¬ 
tion.

Honest protection has had 
little chance In this country. When 
the tariff Is revised by Its friends, greed 
and graft are certain Jo step in.

A Plea For Loquacity. 

The editor of the North American 
Review write* a fervent plea for lq- 
quaclty. It is based upon the ground 
that American women talk too little. It 
Is tho loquacity of women, observe, for 
-which he pleads. “Have they.” he asks, 
referring to the women, “suddenly be¬ 
come so religious that they consider it 
advisable to heed even the dicta of 
Solomon and the Injunctions of Paul?” 
It Is pointed out that neither the wise 
king nor the eloquent apostle was suit¬ 
ably equipped by experience and asso¬ 
ciation for the guiding of womankind; 
one had too many wives, tho other had 
none; wherefore the viewpoint of each, 
though varying widely from that of the 
other, was prejudiced and untrustwor¬ 
thy, The very petulance of Solomon's 
language In expressing preference for 
life in a ebrner of tho housetop rather 
than with a brawling woman In a wide 
house suggests to tho complainant the 
likelihood of an annoying experience 
still In mind, "else he would not have 
dwelt with so much particularity upon 
the size of the mansion.” As for Paul’s 
strictures on the subject of the speech 
of women In the church. It Is cited that 
the adjuration was made for a specific, 
not a general, purpose. Tho Corinthian 
women were so forward that they fro- 
'quently appeared unveiled, contrary' to 
tho custom of their country, and not 
Only spoke their minds freely In public 
assembly, but garbed their persons In 
fine raiment to attract favorable atten¬ 
tion. The meetings of the church as a 
result became scenes of ribaldry and 
profligacy. Hence the rebuke. It was 
meant only for the flirts of Corinth, not 
for women generally. Writes our neigh¬ 
bor: 

“Bo In every Instance It wiU be found 
that the occasional Scrlptuml Injunctions 
Of silence so frequently quoted were 
placed upon womankind solely to remedy 
local or spasmodic evils. There Is no 
ecumenical prohibition of femtnln© loquao* 
!ty npphcnbU* by any stretch of the Imag¬ 
ination to women of tho present dAy. 
Their growing retlcrnce, therefor©, can¬ 
not spring from religious motive or preju¬ 
dice. 

“Oau It be that nature Is reasserting 
her authority? We may not deny that 
upon all females, except those politely 
considered a* human, she d:d and does en¬ 
join siibmlrelv® silence. It Is th© cock 
Lh*: crows, the gander that honks, the 
father bird that sing*, the bullfrog that 
gulps, and even the mssculln© grasshop¬ 
per that stridently rueps hls wings. Soj 
to-day. In conformity with barbaric cus¬ 
tom, quietude Is Imposed upon th© harem 
of a Turk ns upon that of a chanticleer, 
but how' long since not without cause did 
wc suppose wo perceived tho disappear¬ 
ance of the habit among civilized peo¬ 
ple*!” 

The position of our esteemed con¬ 
temporary Is unassailable. However, 
the Review' Is not the first nor only ob¬ 
jector to the habitual silence of women. 
Their failure to talk and to talk con¬ 
tinuously Is one of the moat frequently 
lamented manifestations of the period.

April 17.—War la the bufdneas 
of the Japanese Nation. It 1* In war 
that It ba* excelled; It la by war that 
It haa come to It* present diplomatic 
rank among the Power*; and it Is 
toward war that every energy of tu 
greatest men Is bent. Those who rule 
the Government are themselves vet¬ 
erans of successful wars, and they are 
to-day preparing for other wars-^with 
whom and for what no man knows. 
Every cent that can be squeesed from 
the i*overty-stticken people of Japan U 
being turned Into engine* of war. No 
matter how Industry, education und 
agriculture may suffer, the military and 
naval establishments must be extended, 
exalted, perfected. 

Notwithstanding this warlike spirit. It 
Is seriously to be doubted If Japan can 
measure up to the somewhat romantic 
Ideal which many Occidentals have 
created In their own minds It cannot 
be disputed that Japan has fought two 
war* within fourteen years, that it was 
victor In both, that these wars were 
fought with the two most populous Na¬ 
tions on earth, and that In the last on© 
all records of modem warfare, In point 
of number of men engaged, were ex¬ 
celled. Yet It Is equally true that this 
first war was fought with a country ab 


t«» lighten the burden of his enforced 
conscription inay do so by volunteer¬ 
ing for one year.

While the Japanese navv has thir¬ 
teen battleships on paper, tin two larg¬ 
est of these will not be In Commission 
for rgore than a year, the patching up 
of the captured Russian ships has not 
been completed and other ships are 
out of commission.

Japan will have eight effective bat¬ 
tleships and twelve good armored 
cruisers In commission. In the United 
States fleet at that time will be eight¬ 
een battleships and eight armored 
cruisers. But the Japanese are rush¬ 
ing to get their other ships In shape, 
over 60,000 men being employed in its 
navy yards. This Is a greater number 
than was employed at any one time 
during the preparations for the Rus¬ 
sian war. and Is the high-water mark 
in Japanese naval activity.

555 Fourth avenue, was blown open with 
nitroglycerin, and the thieves got away 
with booty estimated by J. C. FVdler. th© 
manager, at $1,600 In check* and cosh.

It la believed that the robbery was 
committed about 2 or 3 o’clock yester¬ 
day morning during th© heavy downpour 
of rain, as no one In the neighborhood 
heard the noise of the explosion. 

Of checks that were taken $200 worth 
were found In th© basement of a cloth¬ 
ing house on Sixth street, where they 
had evidently been, dropped through th© 
grating from the sidewalk. Both the 
outer and Inner doors to th© safe, which 
were secured by strong combination locks, 
were blown open. The robbery was dis¬ 
covered at 7 o'clock when Webb Curd, a 
colored employe, who always opens the 
place, went to the store. Entrance to the 
office was gained from the rear alley. 
The door to the office was guarded with a 
staple and a Yale lock. Trie staple was 
broken off and th© Yale lock then forced, 
i When the theft was discovered the con- 
1 tents of the office were found In a state 
J of confusion. Papers were strewn about 
the floor, and the door of the safe, which 
I had been blown off. lay In the middle 
of the room. Several hammers and chisel* 
wort? also found by the detectives who 
hastened to the scene. The doors to the 
shoo store were closed by the safe blow- 
?n* as they went out.
